The visit paid by the Bishops of Lichfield and Salisbury to the Old Catholies 
gave rise to a good deal of comment.

The idea of Canon Taylor, however, that Mohammedaniem is likely to pave the way 
for the reception of Christianity is in direct contradiction to facts, since it has 
been acknowledged on every hand that 20 rotaries of any faith are so difficult to reach 
as the Mohammedans. The instance of ancient Judaism to which the Canon alludes 
does not fernish « parallel, That was « divine preparation for the Gospel; while 
the system of Mohammed is founded on its bitter and contemptacus rejection. The
